American Manufactures. 


There has been ranch comment about the 


use of Scotch iron pipes in the construction 
of tlie aqueduct nt Washington, and Mr. OW- 
ES JONES, of Montgomery eoocty, finding 
that the numerous employees of the various 
iron works in bis district were considerably 
agitated on the subject, addressed a letter to 
the Secretary of War for explanation, and 
Captain M. C. MEIGS, who bad the matter 
in oharge, states that the contract to furn- 
ish the iron was given (o an American 
bouse, which has the power, however, of 
obtaining the iron abroad, if it desires to do 
so. 
We are at a loss to understand why 


our Government cannot, in ill such cases, 
inriit that the articles to le furniihed it 
shall be of American manufacture, and, by 
inserting this condition in tbe advertise- 
ment for proposals al tho outset, avoid all 
further difficulties. 
It is well known tbat 


the manufactures of iron made in this coun- 
try aro better than those imported, and 
that iho excess in cost is more than com- 
pensated for by their superiority in quality. 


Tbe same rule holds good with nearly all 


articles manufactured in tho United States. 
When our prices aro higher it is because our 
articles sre better. We cannot see any good 
reason why our Government should not re- 
quire that the food and clothing of its ar- 
mies, the materials of its public buildings 
and other great works, and indeed every 
article it needs which is known to be mc- 
cessfully prodaccd hero, should be of Amer- 
ican growth or maaafactaro. 


If our Representatives at Iho laetfemion 


of Congress had been as anxious to protect 
the interests of Pennsylvania an they wero 
ready to violate their own pledge and op- 
pose the wishes of their constituents, we 
doubt very much whether any foreign iron 
could have been used in tho Washington, 
aqueduct. 
We believe that a word from 


tbcm with tho department having tbe mat- 
ter in charge, could bare insured the use 
of American iron in tbe manner indicated, 
beyond all doubt; but as the Washington 
correspondent of one of their favorite pa- 
pers, tho New York Herald, says, they 
were caught napping' in connection with 
this subject, and it would not bo strange if 
their constituents should apply, as a penalty 
for this drowsiness, the appropriate remedy 
of selecting other men, who will be wide 
awako whenever aud wherever their interest* 
are at stake, to represent them. 


The heavy debt we are contracting, and 


the fact that our present revenues arc not 
much more than balf our expenditures, aro 
arguments of irresistible force in favor of a 
speedy revision of the tariff; and when we 
reflect that if this change is properly rcado, 
it may not only replenish our treasury, bat 
rescue from the direst distress thousands 
of our fellow citizens, aud rc-establinh 
public prosperity, we cannot wonder at tho 
deep interest felt, in this question and tho 
national importance it has assumed.—Phil. 
Press.

The New State of Minnesota. 


Rapid Growth.—The growth of Minne- 


sota (admitted as a State at the late session 
of Congress) has been of singular rapidity. 
St. Paul, its capital, was surveyed in 1836, 
and as late as the spring of 1847 there i»ero 
but three whito families upon the ground 
now occupied by upwards of 12,000 intcl- 
ligentand industrious citizens. 
There aro a 


large number of flourishing towns in tho 
State, whoso population exceeds 2,000, and 
tbo tide of emigration is flowing thither in 
a continuous stream. 
Tbcsoil of Minneso- 


ta is rich and fertile, the natural advan- 
tages aro unsurpassed, tbe climate is equa- 
ble, and the opportunities for industry and 
enterprizu are unequalled. 
The newspaper 


press is established there, and flourishes 
with other interests in the territory. 
In 


1856 there were twenty journals published, 
four of which were dailies. The number 
at this date probably exceeds thirty. Tbe 
present white population of tbe State is not 
far from 75,000, and there are 40,000 In- 
dians, principally Sioux, who have been re- 
moved from Illinois, Wisconsin and Iowa, 
to Minnesota, aud will, probably, be remo- 
ved still further west as Minnesota growi 
iu population.
